Augusta Report 


The final days of the Second 
Regular Session brought inereas- 
ing waves of bad financial news 
to a legislature already beset with 
serious fiscal woes, 


The source of bad news was 
the federal government announ- 
cing that it was cutting its support 
of state social programs by $3.5 
million, These monies are part of 
a $14.5 million a year grant called 
Title XX which is supplemented 
by $7 million in state and local 
dollars to provide for a network 
of state services to the poor, the 
elderly and the handicapped. Title 
XX funds are administered in 
Maine by the State Department of 
Human Services. 


To avert a potential disaster am- 
ong these social services programs, 
‘the Executive Department and the 
Legislature’s Appropriations Com- 
mittee moved quickly to find state 
funds to replace the shortfall in 
revenues from the federal govern, 
ment, As this column was being 
written, the Legislatitre was pre- 


paring to debate the recommendg¢™ 


tions of the Appropriations Com- 
mittee which would cut existing 
state programs to make up $1.6 
million of the needed $3.50 mil- 
lion. This amount, combined with 
budget transfers and administia- 
tive tinkering would maintain most 
existing social services programs. 


Included in the recommendations 
of the Appropriations Committee 
were the elimination of 105 au- 
thorized positions from the state 
Payroll and the elimination of the 
Title XX camping and housing as- 
sistance programs. 


Even as the Legislature moved 
to plug this hole in the financial 
dike, it appeared more likely that 
a cutoff in federal revenue sharing 
funds would reduce state revenués 
by an additional $14 million. The 
entire $14 million that the state 
receives und federal reveniie 
sharing is used to fund teacher re- 
tirement and pays about two-thirds 
of that cost. 


Thé Maine Legislature was brief- 
ed last week by Attorney General 
Richaid S. Cohen on the proposed 
settlement for the Indian Jdnd 
claims case. Under the provisions 
of the settlement which hig 4al- 
ready been accepted by the Pen- 
obscot and Passamaquoddy Indian 
tribes, the United States Treasury 
would establish a $27 million trust 
fund for the tribes and appropriate 
an additional $54.5 million for the 
purchase of 300,000 acres of-land. 
A, third tribe, the Maliseets, would 
receive $900,000 for 5,000 acres of 
land. While no state funds or pub- 
lie lots would be involved, it would 
be necessary for the Maine Legis- 
lature to enact a Private and Spe- 
cial Law ealled “The Maine Imple- 
menting Act” specifying in detail 
the laws that will be applicable to 
Indians and Indian lands in Maine. 
Because the proposed settlement 
arrived so late in the session and 
some of the legal specifics ave 
quite complex, it may be necessary 
to deal with the issue in a future 
special session. Regardless of the 
actions of the Maine Legislature, 
the settlement which amounts to 
$81.5 million in federal funds is 
sure to face very close scrutiny 
by a Congress faced with fiscal 
problems of its own.

FIP: THE FORESTRY PROGRAM 
FOR SMALL FARMERS 


An Oxford County farmer who 
owns at least 10 acres of eligible 
forest land can receive cost-share 
assistance under the Forestry In- 
centive Program (FIP) to raise 
marketable timber on his land. 

The six-year-old forestry pro- 
gram administered by the Agri- 
cultural Stabilization and Conser- 
vation Service (ASCS) helps land- 
owners ‘plant trees and improve al- 
veady growing timber stands by 
cutting out unmarketable trees. 

Tree planting is not only a good 

investment, but it also helps in- 
crease the Nation’s supply of tim- 
ber, The demand foy sawtimber, 
plywood logs and quality hardwood 
logs in this country is expected to 
exceed the supply within 25 years, 
unless many more trees are plant- 
ed each year and much more for- 
est land is placed under good 
Management, Lands owned by the 
forestry industry and by the pub- 
lic are being planted and improved 
at the fastest rate possible. 
‘ Many private non-industrial land- 
owners do not have the funds to 
make necessary long-term invest- 
ments to develop and improve their 
forest areas, FIP is designated to 
share the expense with private, 
eligible owners. The overall FIP 
objective is to encourage planting 
of trees on suitable open land or 
cutover areas and perform timber 
stand improvement work for pro- 
duction of timber and other relat- 
ed forest resources. . 

Cost-sharing means the Jand- 
owner and the Federal government 
each pays part of the cost. The 
Federal share may range up to 
75% of the total. Cost-share funds 
are allocated each program year to 
ASC State Committees on the ba- 
Sis of a Farest Service survey of 
total eligible private timber acre- 
age and acreage that is potentially 
suitable for production of timber 
products, . 

The ASC State Committee, in 
consultation with the State forest- 
er, develops a program that re- 
flectg the forestry needs in the 
State, including a list of designated 
counties, eligible forestry practices 
cost-share rates and practice speci- 
fications, Some states may offer 
approved special FIP practices, 

To meet the program objective 
and fully utilize available funds 
in a cost-effective manner, the 
program is offered only in desig- 
mated counties where a suitable 
number of ownerships are availa- 
ble that are each capable of pro- 
ducing at least 50 cubic feet of 
timber per year, 

Technical help, provided through 
State Foresters, assures. that forests 
are managed professionally and ef. 
ficiently. This helps relieve Jand- 
owners’ fears about timber raising, 
because it takes from 20 to 40 
years to derive returns from mon- 
ey invested in forestry.

stand improvement. Tree planting 
is intended to increase the pro- 
duction of timber and improve the 
environment. Site preparation is an 
authorized part of the practice, if 
the forester certifies it is neces- 
sary, Tree stand improvement is 
an authorized part of the practice, 
if the forester certifies it is nec- 
essary. Tree stand improvement is 
aimed at increasing tree growth on 
sites suitable for production of 
sawtimber and veneer logs. Both 
softwood and hardwood practices 
qualify. Commercial thinning, 
pruning of crop trees and -releas- 
ing desirable seedlings and young 
trees are acceptable practices, as 
well as site preparation for natu- 
ral regeneration. 

Under long-term agreements, a 
Jandowner can plan tree planting 
and timber stand improvement vv- 
er a period of three to 10 years 
and be assured of cost-sharing for 
practices to be carried out in fu- 
ture years. There is a payment 
limitation of $10,000 to any one 
person during any year of the 
agreement. 

Since the program began in 
1974, ASCS has provided over $54 
million in cost-sharing, The first 
13-acre stand of loblolly pines cost- 
Shared under FIP was on Randy 
Browder’s farm in Chatham, Loui- 
siana. Those trees are now over 
15 feet tall. The millionth FIP 
acre, which also grows loblolly 
Pines, is located on Jack Knight’s 
farm in Webster County, Mississip- 
pi. FIP funds helped pay for 
clearing 45 acres of underbrush 
and valueless trees and for the 
planting of about 700 loblolly pines 
per acre. These trees will reach 
maturity in about 30 years. 

Nationally, FIP has improved or 
reforested over 1.5 million acres 
of Jand. From these acies, the 
Nation will ultimately derive al- 
most 5 billion cubic feet of tim- 
ber and timber products. 

Here in Oxford County, FIP has 
been used to improved 680 wood- 
Jand acres since its inception.

While the lack of snow put a 
damper on winter sports activities 
this year, it enhanced the produc- 
tion of the Young Adult Conserva- 
tion Corps crews in the field. The 
YACC conducted timber stand im- 
provement activities on approxi- 
mately 700 acres. Timber stand 
improvement is the removing of 
undesirable vegetation (by hand- 
tools) to provide the remaining 
trees with more sunlight, moisture, 
and nutrients for greater growth. 
Timber stand improvement is us- 
ually accomplished on about 400 
acres—each year. 


The unusual weather conditions 
this past winter have also result 
ed in having many culverts in the 
Evans Notch Ranger District clog- 
ged with ice. Snowmelt and run- 
off from spring rains have the 
potential to do damage to ‘the 
roads and culverts, Mud season is 
always a time for caution when 
traveling Forest Roads, but all 
are urged to be especially careful 
this year, watching out for water 
and ice on road surfaces.

Potatoes 


Last week on National Agricul- 
ture Day, the producers of Maine 
Potatoes presented each member 
of Congress with a five-pound bag 
of the new Russet-Burbank variety 
of Maine potatoes, 1 Suggested on 
the floor of the Senate that each 


member of Congress ought to en-. 


joy them as if they were his last, 
The Maine potato industry is in 
substantial danger, 

For the third consecutive year, 
Maine potato farmers face crush- 
ing financial losses. Canadian im- 
borts of potatoes into the Eastern 
markets are 70% higher than a 
year ago. Because of this tremen- 
dous increase in potato imports, 
there remain 19,8 million hundred 
weight of potatoes in storage in 
Maine—66% of the total Maine 
crop for 1979, 

Packaging, transportation, ferti- 
lizer, labor and energy costs are 
all on the increase. The total cost 
to the farmer to produce a five- 
pound bag of potatoes is approx- 
imately 25 cents. For his effort, 
a Maine producer could get about 
9 cents for a five-pound bag last 
week—a loss of 16 cents for every 
five pounds of Potatoes harvested. 

The bottom line is that unless 
markets can be found for the po- 
tatoes still in storage, the potato 
industry in Maine Will lose $84 
million, 

On Feb. 7, in an attempt to min- 
imize the loss, the Maine potato 
industry asked the government for 
a diversion project. The diver- 
sion would be financed by a tariff 
on agricultural imports under the 
USDA's “Section 32” program. Ca. 
nadian imports are harming Maine 
agricultural goods, The program is 
designed Specifically for this pur- 
bose, There is now $210 million in 
the Section 32 fund, A Maine di- 
version program would have cost 
only $15 ‘million. 

Nevertheless, on March 14, Sec- 
retary Bergland informed the 
Maine potato industry that the 
Administration would not establish 
a diversion program for Maine. 
This decision is a staggering blow 
to the potato industry of Maine. It 
will cause severe economic conse- 
quences, 

Conservative estimates are that 
without a diversion program one 
in four Maine potato growers will 
not be able to harvest next year. 
This means that the growers will 
decline in number from just Tess 
than 1000 to 750, 

Maine is the only area of the 
country which has substantially 

reduced its potato acreage during 
the past 25 years. While acreage

BUNNIES, CHICKS, AND DUCKS 
ARE POOR EASTER GIFTS 


The Maine Department of Agri- 
culture, Division of Animal Wel- 
fare, cautions against the purchase 
of live Easter chicks, ducklings 
and rabbits as gifts for children. 
Division Director Stanley TT, 
Browne, states that well-meaning 
adults have often bought these an- 
imals, which frequently suffered 
from too much handling, improper 
feed or care, and eventual aban- 
donment, 

Browne points out that state law 
Specifically prohibits the Sale of 
artificially-colored animals or birds 
and further prohibits the sale of 
baby chicks or ducklings in lots 
of less than six (6) for use as toys 
or retail premiums, 

He added that this law does not 
apply to live animals that are 
procured for agricultural purposes 
and kept in proper facilities, 


in Idaho is up 96% since 1954, 
Maine acreage during the same 
period is down 18%, 

Potato farmers in Maine have 
begun acts of civil disobedience, 
They are frustrated and worried. 
They do not want a government 
handout, but a chance to make a 
profit, and hopefully pass their 
farm on to their children, 

Instead, approximately 250 farm- 
ers may lose their farms because 
of the unfavorable decision on the 
diversion program, 

Maine potato farmers sought 
help from the government because 
governmental policies have contri- 
buted mightily to their problems. 
New trade policies have made it 
possible for Canadian potatoes— 
grown under government subsidy 
—to undersell our own product in 
the Boston market, Relief under 
the Trade Act is at least three 
months away—too far away to 
Save this year’s crop. Our trade 


‘ policies are of benefit to potato 


farmers in western states, They 
‘hurt Maine. 

Yet the USDA had the gall, to 
tell Maine farmers their request 
was denied because other states 
did not want a diversion program. 
USDA had the gall to suggest 
acreage reduction. In other parts 
of the country where huge agri- 
‘business corporations operate, “ac- 
Teage reduction” does not mean 
bankruptcy, In Maine, in these 
lean years, it dogs, 

The Department of Agriculture 
has offered only one solution: in 
its informational literature, it is 
telling food buyers that potatoes 
are cheap, At the same time, it is 
buying processed Idaho potatoes 
for use in Maine school lunch 
programs, 

Maine’s; farmers deserve better 
treatment, from their government, 
I will werk to see that they get it,

Legislators Briefed on 
Indian Package 

Legislators were briefed Tues- 
day by Attorney General Richard 
S. Cohen on the proposed Indian 
land claim settlement, The pro- 
posal which involves a $18.5 mil- 
lion federal settlement, requires 
action by the Maine Legislature on 
many non-money issues, particu- 
larly questions of legal jurisdic- 
tion on new lands acquired by 
the Indians, 

The proposal inyolves federal 
funds rather than state money and 
the Indians have already accepted 
it. The 109th Legislature will be 
dealing with the same as soon ag 
the Governor sends the settlement 
to them for consideration. It has 
not yet been determined if that 
consideration will be during this 
second session or later at a special 
session, ; 

Attorney General Cohen told the 
House and Senate that this decis- 
ion to recommend a settlement in- 
volving such a “substantial” a- 
mount of money was arrived at 
after a great deal of deliberation. 
He said the decided on the settle- 
ment because of the risks involved 
in taking the case to court, Maine 
would face a “potential liability” 
of as much as 12.5 million acres, 
the Indians’ original claim, and 
$25 billion in “trespass damages”. 
It is estimated that legal fees could 
be some $1 million and the possi- 
bility of five or six years to reach 
the Supreme Court— during this 
period of time the state could 
experience serious economic and 
social disruption with titles and 
bond issues in turmoil. 

Under the proposal, the federal 
government would give the Pen- 
obscot, Passamaquoddy and Mali- 


Seet tribes $54.5 million to buy 


300,000 acres of land at “fair 
market value” from paper com- 
panies and private landowners. 
Cohen emphasized that contrary to 
some rumors, no land will be tak- 
en by eminent domain to sell to 
Indians for this settlement but 
would come from willing sellers 
at fair market value. 

Paper companies would not make 
unfair profits by the settlement. 
The federal bill provides that sell. 
ers pay no capital gains taxes only 
if the money was reinvested with- 
in three years in the property.
